PRESIDENT SIGNS BILL 


j Granting Pensions to Civil and Mexi- 


can War Veterans. 


Saturday 
night 
President 
Taft 
signed the Sherwood bill, which had 
the approval of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, and which carries an 
increase of $35,000,000 during the 
first year of its operation. 


Following are the provisions with 
regard to the amount: 


That any person who served 90 


days or more in the military or naval 
service of the United States during 
the late Civil War, who has been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and 
who has reached the age of 62 years 
or over, shall, upon making proof of 
such facts, according to such rules 
and regulations as the Secretary of 
the Interior may provide, be placed 
upon the pension roll and be entitled 
to receive a pension as follows: In 
case such person has reached the age 
of 62 years and served 90 days, $13 
per month; six months, $13.50 per 
month; one year, $14 per month; one 
and a half years, $14.50 per month; 
two years, $15 per month; two and a 
half years, $15.50 per month; three 
years or over, $16 per month. 
In 


case such person has reached the age 
of 66 years and served 90 days, $15 
per month; six months, $15.50 per 
month; one year, $16 "per month; one 
and a half years, $16.50 per month; 
two years, $17 per month; two and a 
half years, $18 per month; three 
years or over, $19 per month.

case such person has reached the age 
of 7*0 years and served 90 days, $18 


six months, $19 per 
year, $20 per month;

For such ambushing, splotch, bags

Edibles, of course, must be bagged 


•very shortly before being distributed. 
Iced tartlets, small pretty fancy cakes, 
nuts, raisins, bits of crystallized fruit, 
all make admirable fillings. 


What manner of sweets, fruits, can- 


dies, nuts, etc., appear must depend, 
of course, upon, the hostess. She will 
not err if the candies are largely 
home-made and plentifully reinforced 
with fresh fruit and good cake. Nuts 
are essential, but should not be eaten 
too liberally.

wasted and trussed, greased all over 
and /bacon-covered on the breast. Do 
not stun! it, but put Inside half a dozen 
•stalks of celery and a peeled and quar- 
tered apple. Lay a lew more stalks 
•of "celery in the bag, which needs a 
small lump of buttfer in addition to 
thick greasing, seal, and cook done, 
'taking care the bag does not break. 
Remove carefully from the bag, 
•while still hot, mince the meat as fine 
as-you can, mincing also the apple and 
celery, which will be cooked very soft. 
Taste. If the light seasoning which 
the chicken had ii insufficient, add 
more salt and a bare dusting of pep- 
per, red and black. 
Pour upon the 


minced mass the gravy from the bag, 
add & vsry little more butter and a 
spoonful or so of cream, HITTC well, put 
in a fresh well-greased bag and heat 
for five minutes. Take up and put by 
.spoonfuls, rather scant ones, between 
hot biscuit, which have been rolled 
thin and baked double, after brushing 
,over the lower one with melted butter. 
Keep hot inside a bag, in the hot stove 
•where the flame is out, until needed. 


For sweet patato biscuit, boil soft 


a quart of sound potatoes and peel and 
mash fine while hot, taking out all 
lumps and strings. Mix with its own 
'bulk of flour sifted with a teaspoon- 
Mful of baking powder. Shorten well 
with butter, wet up rather stiff with 
'sweet milk, roll out, cut in small 
rounds and bake in a greased bag with 
.a tiny hole in the upper side. Fifteen 
•minutes ought to be long enough. 


Mince 
turnovers, 
which 
explain 


.themselves, must be vary small. Make 
the original round of paste about four 
inches across. Put only a teaspoonful 
of mincemeat upon it, fold it over very 
neatly and pinch the edges well to- 
gether. Flatten and cook inside a but 
tered bag. 


For the icecream sandwiches, cut 


•very thin slices from a thick loaf of 
pound cake, frost the slices upon one 
.side and lay them together, two and 
•two, naked sides touching. At serving 
time, cut a very thin slice of icecream, 
lay it deftly between two of the 
frosted cake slices, and pass on to be 
•eaten at once. 


This second menu may please some

Cutting Back Frozen Peach Trees 
One of the most experienced or- 


chardists and nurserymen in Pennsyl- 
vania wrote to Prof. H. A. Surface of 
Harrisburg asking what should be 
done with peach trees of which he 
sent a sample of wood. They were 
so badly frozen that they were brown 
when freshly cut. 
Thousands of 


peach growers this year need infor- 
mation which was given, and which 
was as follows: 


"The wood is too badly frozen to 


recover unless it is cut back well. I 
should cut at least two-thirds of the 
top out of such a tree, but I should 
not cut it so that it is cut to mere 
stubs without buds. I mean to say, 
that I would leave branches with 
their full bud length, rather than de- 
horning all of them to stugs. 
Leave 


some leaf buds on your trees to start 
the sap going. When you cut out a 
tall branch make the cut just above 
a living side branch upon which good 
strong leaf buds are to be found. 


"The strongest leaf buds of your 
peach tree will start and grow, just 
as they would develop if the twigs 
were cut off and placed in water, but 
they are liable to die during the sum- 
mer, because the cambium layer of 
the twigs, which is the vital means of 
connection between bud and root, is 
killed by this freezing. 
The impor- 
tant point to bear in mind in pruning 
a frozen tree is, that it will not stand 
topping back to stubs as severely as 
in pruning for bad scale infestation. 
"As a fruit grower, you will be in- 


terested in knowing that there may 
possibly be a two per cent, peach crop 
this year in this region, but I think 
not more than that."

Transplanting Seedling Pear Trees 


A correspondent in Eastern Penn- 


sylvania wrote to State Zoologist Sur- 
face of Harrisburg 
asking about 


transplanting some 
seedling pear 
trees, and making them over into 
good trees. The reply was very prac- 
tical although brief. It is as follows: 


"It is quite possible to transplant 
them, and then you will have to graft 
them. It would be best to let them 
grow a year and then graft them af- 
ter they are well started this season. 
The thorns indicate a certainty of 
their being natural seedlings or wild 
pears rather than improved varieties. 
Among the varieties that I would 
recommend you to use for grafting 
are the Bartlett, Seckel, Sheldon, 
Bosc and Winter Nelis.
